PROCEDURAL HISTORY

The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final decision of this matter, subject to the approval of the Board of Nursing. The Board has
reviewed the attached Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the following:
FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Barbara A. Groshek, R.N., Respondent, date of birth March 7, 1956, is licensed by
the Wisconsin Board of Nursing as a registered nurse in the state of Wisconsin pursuant to
license number 30-121384, which was first granted November 2, 1995.

2. Respondent's last address reported to the Department of Regulation and Licensing
is 818 % 6™ Ave. Apt. 1, Antigo, Wisconsin, 54409. Upon information and belief, Respondent’s
address is actually 9205 Keith Siding Rd, Crandon, WI 54520-9037.



3. On March 3, 2009, in Langlade County Circuit Court, Respondent was convicted of
possession of THC.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. The Wisconsin Board of Nursing has jurisdiction to act in this matter, pursuant to
Wis. Stat. § 441.07, and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation and Order, pursuant
to Wis. Stat. § 227.44(5).

2.  Respondent, by engaging in the conduct set out above, has violated a law
substantially related to practice under her license and thereby has committed misconduct and
unprofessional conduct as defined by Wis. Adm. Code § N 7.04(1) & (2), which subjects
Respondent to discipline pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 441.07(1)(d).

ORDER
IT IS ORDERED:

1. Respondent Barbara A. Groshek, R.N., is REPRIMANDED.

2.  The license of Barbara A. Groshek, R.N. to practice nursing in Wisconsin, and her
privilege to practice nursing in Wisconsin pursuant to the Nurse Licensure Compact, is
LIMITED as follows:

(@ Respondent shall, upon request of the Board or its designee, or the
Department, or an investigator thereof (including a law enforcement officer,
acting at the request of the Board or its designee, the Department, or an
investigator thereof), submit a sample of Respondent’s blood, urine, breath,
and/or hair (as designated by the requesting person) for analysis, forthwith
upon such request.

3. Respondent shall, within 120 days of the date of this Order, pay to the Department
of Regulation and Licensing costs of this proceeding in the amount of $350.00, pursuant to
Wis. Stat. § 440.22(2).

5. Violation of any of the terms of this Order may be construed as conduct imperiling
public health, safety and welfare and may result in a summary suspension of Respondent’s



license. The Board in its discretion may in the alternative impose additional conditions and
limitations or other additional discipline for a violation of any of the terms of this Order. In the
event that Respondent fails to pay costs as ordered, Respondent’s license may, in the discretion
of the Board or its designee, be SUSPENDED, without further notice or hearing, until
Respondent has complied with the terms of this Order.
